An Unexpected Confession.
During the trial of Bobert Dunn, last

Tuesday, the defendant gave testimony
that puts an unexpected phase on the as-
sault made upon Mr. N. White last Au-
gust when the latter gentleman was shot
through the nock.

Mr. Dunn was under examination by
Hon. A. C. Baker, his attorney and the
report of his testimony taken from the
short hand notes of Court Stenographer
W L. Pinney, was as follows:

Q. You know yourself to be the de-
fendant in this action?

A Yes, Sir.
Q. You are aware of the fact that you

are not required or compelled under the
law to make a statement of this?

A Yes, Sir.
Q Well, how, Mr. Dunn, just state to

the jury the truth of the whole matter
just how it occurred.

A That statement I made here before,
there was not much trnth in. We had
some fellows into it that were innocent.
I thought they were going to l'ang me up.
There was a man outside with a shotgun,
and I was chained up to the safe. I went
up town and heard men talking that were
strangers to me, and I was afraid they
were going to string me up. I told this
thinking it would be beHer for myBelf.

I was the man that did the shooting!
This unlooked-fo- r confession took

everyone by surprise and while it left
no other alternative for the jury than to
bring in a verdict of guilty, the bearing
of this testimony upon the case of Dozier,
already convicted and awaiting sentence,
and James Brash, whose trial has not
yet taken place, was the subject of muih
comment. If this eoufession be true
what becomes of the states' evdence fur-
nished by D. D. Baker, alias Ben. Deck-
er, upon which his own skirts were clear-
ed and the crime fastened upon the three
others now in jail?
